ke any other infliction, in the pious, invin-

We anxiously, persistently urge all who
nust sell their labor for a living to take it
where labor is scarce and in eager demand,
not attempt to sell it in & glutted, stagnant
market, ‘What is there remarkable in that?

We urge every one who must live by his
own exertions to work and save with flxed
resolve to be able to employ himself at the
earliest possible day. Then let him continne
to work for wages, if he can make more thus
than by working for himself (as very many
can); but always ready to employ himself
whenever no one else wants his labor who
will pey himm more than he oan earn as his
own “boss.” 'What is there wrong in that?

We do not disparage working for wages.
Most of us began responsible life that way,
and could do no better. We honor the man
who earns a dollar per day by digging a good
ditch; we prefer that he should not be content
to live and die a ditch.digger. We want him
to dig out of that line “of business in the
course of a few years, and leave room in it
for immigrants coming over and boys coming
on. Let him use the highway, not choke it,

As to going West, we think those who have
considerable menns can do quito ns well at
the South. Land, though not so cheap as it
was, is still very cheap there; you can buy a
sufficiency of tillage, timber, and buildings
much cheaper there than at the West. Dut
ihen school-houses more abound at the West,
and your neighbors there are more ready to
join you in providing the requisite ronds and
bridges. For a man who must buy every-
thing with his own labor, the Wost will do,
whilo the South is not yet in order. If yon
can chop, plough, plant, mow, ete., or ean do
carpenter or blacksmith work, you cnn almost
certainly find work and fair wages at the
Waest; these are by no means so sure at the
South, The West is still the poor man's
Eden.

—*But there are twenty thousand out of
work 1n Chicago alone,”

We don't deubt it. Chicago is a junior
New York, Omaha is a junior Chicago. The
multitude who want to live from hand to
mouth—that is, who want to eat as fast as
they earn—will erowd each other in Western
as well as Eastern cities. Men, says an an-
cient poet, in crossing oceans, change their
skies but not their hearts. I is ne more dif-
ficult to be a poor creature in Chicago than in
New York.

When we recommend going Wesl, we mean
something guite different from migrating to
another cify and hunting up a new “boss.”
We would bhave each enugrant resolve to
gecure & home of his own, though he be
obliged to make it,

—**But this involves privation and hard-
ghip.”

Certainly. We are not familiar with any
safe road from poverty and dependence to
thrift and comfort which does not. It in-
volves hard work for fully six days per week,
plain food, coarse clothing, with any quantity
of patches, and very frugal habits. If you
cannot stand this, yon will hardly mend your
fortunes by going West.

—*“*What you propose can't be done with-
out a pile of money."”

Yeos, it ecan; for it has been. Northern
Ohio was a dsnse, giant forest, whence the
iadians had just receded, when its pionesrs
pade their way to it from New England—

actically farther off than Oregon now is.
'ory few of them had property, including
Pponey, to the value of =300: many had little
Beyond the clothes they stood in. They had
8o pay more for their land than yon need puy

now; and it was four months' hard work for a
diligent man to clear five acres of timber,
ieaving the soil still covered with blackenad
stumps, and full of green, tenacions roots,
Many settlers gave out, and returned—neady,
despondent, fever-stricken—to their fathers'
Eastern homes. The greater number fonght
it out on that line—gladly worked as hirelings
for fifty cents per day, whenaever they had a
chance; earning thus a hittle meat and a little
grain, which they often backed twenty miles
to a grist-mill, and (when pground) backed
home again. Many of them could not tell how
they lived; but they «id live, reared a log-
cabin full of rugged children, dug ont into
oivilization, and died owners of good farms
with large, well-filled barns and comfortalle
dwellings, which their children and grand-
children now enjoy.

*But you wouldn't have every one take to
farming?"

—0O no! We would have no ona do that
who has anything to do that suits him better.
‘We are not advising those who ave fully em-
ployed and fairly paid at present; or, rather,
our advice to themwm is, **Stick to your work so
long as it shall stick to you,” and thus save
the means for making a flank jmovement
whenever work shall have left you. We are
counseling those who do need advice, not
those who don't,

~—*“But isn't farming a poor business? Isn't
the country overcrowded weoll the
cities?"

My dear sir, if you are inefficient yon will
ot get farahead, no matter which rosd you
x ay travel. Bub what do you renlly mean by
‘arming being overdone !  Suppose you wore

his day a sqantter on n quarter-section (160
veres) of the natiopal domain, which iy to bae-
‘ome yours when yon shall have lived on it
five years and paid sixteen dollars as land
offico fees: how are you to be harmed by what
are called hard times? Is produce cheap?
You will have to buy mwore than you sell for
the next three years: how are low prices to
hurt you? I8 business dull? Yonr business,
for the present, is to get part of your land
broken up and seeded. Are many out of am-
ployment? Your homestead proffers you work
enough—amply enough—~for every day of the
next twenty years' You will, for guite a
while, be poor and out of money, whether
bulls or bears are rampant in Wall strest, and
whether times are called hard or not,

Onoe more we entrast every needy person
who can to forsake or shun the eitiss, if only
to give a better chunce to those who would
like to do so, but absolutely cannot.

BTANTON A8 JUDGE-—AN AI'TOINT.
MENT “NOT FIT TO BE MADL."
From the N, ¥, World,

Mr. Btanton acted so conspicuous a parl
furing six or seven of the most eventfal
ears of our recent history, that everybody
lm a protty definite impression of his cha
macter, His enemiss (and no one ever had a
yreater mumber) think him o pessionute,
violent, headstrong man; malignant, despotie,
and utterly unserupulous; a flerce hater, und

a double.dealing, perfidions friend. His
apologists have never denied that he has an
impetuous temper and overbearing manners;
but they claim that his imperious nature and
despotic will singularly fitted kim for the post
of Recratary of War, and that the country
owes bim a great debt for the energy he
infused into military operations, There has
never been any difference of opinion batwesn
his foes and his panegyrists respecting the
goeneral type and structure of his charactor,
which is as far removed as possible from dis.
pussionate calmness, judicial impartiality, and
roeverence for striot law, No man could be
more out of place than such a basty, violent,
imperious zealot on the benoh of the Snpreme
Court, Law has been aptly desoribed na
*ronson speaking without passion;” but this
new-made judgs, who is appointed as a
minister of the law, is a signal example of a
mind it which passion bears constant sway.

It would be ensy to present a long catalogne
of instances in illustration of Mr, Stanton's
total lack of the judicial temper; but let
one suffice. We gelect thin because it is one
in which the objeot and intended wviotim of
his hot mnalignity was an illuatrions soldier
and patriot, whose great services should have
shieldad him, if auybody could be shielded,
from the rash judgment and blackening acou-
sations of the Secret of War. We of
course refer to General Sherman, whom Mr.
Stanton attempted to ruin within a week or
two after the assnssination of President Lin-
coln, when Stanton was virtnally the head
of the Government, Nobody can have for-
gotton the poisoned daggers with which the
War Department then stabbed the reputation
of that great and tried eoldier., The tale-
graph was at that time under military
supervision; not a despatsh relating to army
matters wias permitted to leave Washington
which bad not undergone Mr. Stanton's cen-
sorship. The telegraph was then suddenly
convertad into a great engine of calumny to
diffuse the impression all over the country
that General Sherman was a traitor. So
damaging was this calumny, coming from
such o source, that even Mr, Baneroft was
mislad by it, and denounced General Sher-
mat in hisg funeral oration in this city on the
occasion of the Lincoln obsagnies. The very
worst of all those malignant telegroms was
furnished by Mr. Stanton himself, namely,
the notorious despatch which General Hal-
leck addressed to Stauton from the Sonth
(whither Stanton had sent him to look after
Bherman ), saying that he bad given orders to
all the generals to obey no order issued by
General Sherman. and  neonsing him,
among other things, of conniving at the es.

eupe of JefWerson Davis across the Mis 'I-“"ii -]lj

with the gold of the Itebel trensury, 'I'hat
despateh would have remained a seerot in the
War Department if Stanton had not mali-
cigusly published it. Its publication wasnot
necessary to the public safety even il the

accensations contained in it hed been true, It
could serve no purpose, and was inlended to
serva mo purpose, but to defame and rain
Greneral Sherman in advanee of auy defonse,
or any hearing, or any opportunity to rebnt
the ealmmny. It i to arlc whether
the man who thus tried to blast the reputa-
tion of General Sherman, withont waiting to
hear his defense, possosses a enutions, ji
cial turn of mind, or is in any respect §! i
a judge.

It may be asked in wonder how President
Grant, who at least knows that a judge ought
to be cool and impartial, and is o friend of
General Bherinan, could have appointed such
amwan to the bench of the Mopreme Court.
The truth is, that General Grant wmade the
appointment under Coogressionsl  dnrvess.
All the Republican members of both houses
united in pressing this selection upon the
President, and he dared not resist. He wanted
his friend, Mr. Hoar, confirmed, nhd koew
that if he refused to appeint Stanton, Hoar
would certainly be rejected by the Senate,

and that anybody he might nomi-
nate in BStanton's place would proba-
bly share the same fate, He was

coerced into making the appointment against
his judgment and inclinations. Aad as if to
ghow their contempt of their submissive
slave, the Senate confirmed Stanton at once,
the moment his name was sent in, and are
still keeping IHoar in dubious and almosé
despairing suspense, Considering that it is
one function of the Supreme Court to decide
upon the constitutionality of laws, nothing
could be more arrogant and impertinent than
for Congress to dictate the appointment of
judges whoare to review its own acts, By
suffering this dictation, General Grant surren-
ders both himself and the judiciary to be fools
of Congress, thus aiding that body to break
down the division of powers established by
the Constitution, and make the will of Con-
gress supreme,

Mr, Stanton is not only destitute of a
judicial temper, but he is himself a deeply in-
terested party in many of the suits likely to
come before him for trial. "T'here is yaet a
multitude of unadjudicated questions arising
out of the late war and involving the pro-
priety of much of Mr. Stantons official
action. In all such cases he is tpo deeply
interested as n party to be fitly intrusted with
the duties of a judge. In his dogmatie puid
binssed mind, every such case is decided be-
fore it ean be brought (o a hearing and
argned. The most solid adverse argnments
will make no more impression on i than
n Demoeratic spesch in Congress mukes upon
a Republican majority when they have de-
cided in cancus to poss sowe particular hill,
It is becanse Congress Lkuows that Mr, Stan-
ton's mind is immovably made up on the only
clasa of questions in which Congress feels
mueh interest, that the Republioan members
insisted on his aprointment and foreed Gene-
ral Grant to muaae it,

the Bupreme Court is stripped of ils eonsil-

CORRUPYT INFLUENCES IN

We understand the Prison Association, or
one or wmore of its members, is preparing a
report, al the request of Governor Hoffman,
netting forth in detail the shoeking abusea
which mark the condition of the State Pri-
sons, owing almost exolusively to the conver-
sion of the wvarions offices tonneoted with
their administration into prizes for paoli-
ticions; and if we are eorrectly informed,
the Govornor is snfllciently illlll}l't'vi-.“:l with
the iwportance of the subject to be willing to
reeommend anything that may be neoessary
—even an amendment to the Constitntion—
to take this whole «cluss of offices out
of the political arenn, There is pro.
bibly nothing in the field of politics
which more strougly illustrates the ex-
tent to which the principal players in the
gome have rid themselves of all seruples of
conscience, than their applieation to the
mapagement of the prisons the rmle of
“rotation™ to which they have subjected the
distribution of the rest of the spoils. As we
bhave more than oneco said, the community
ean bear with a great deal that is bad and
gorrupt in polities, if it only Laye the admin-

istration of justies kept pure. Wa oan, for
instanca, bear with the presence of a very
Inrgre element of corfuption among city voters,
if we have justionr who will look up repsaaters,
jndges who will not disoharge them on habeas
corpus, and district attorneys who will prosa-
oute them. We ean bear, too, with the pre.
sence of a great many sconndrels in Wall
street, if wo know that when they try to trip
honest men up, or plunge the money market
into confusion, they will not have the help of
the judiciary in covering up their iniguities,
and if sent to jail, will, while thers, have
aeven-handed juatice dealt out to them. In
ghort, the administration of justice is the
sheet anchor of society, If we keop that in
good condition, the ship of state can ride ont
ulmost any gale.

Now, our jails are a most important feature
in eur administration of justice. It is a great
thing to have honeat judges, if ounly for the
decision of civil controversies; but whother
good judges are of any valne in criminal
onses depends very much on what comes of
the prisoners after they loave the court room;
aud is is a lamentable {act—but that it is a
fact any one may satisfy himsalf by peruding
the last reporls of the Prison Association
that in this State they beenme the proy of
men in many if not most respects worss
than themselves. There is, of course, a
Inrge olnss of persons who are not easily
moved by the recital of prison abuses, so
long as they consist simply in ill-tfeatment
of prisoners. They consider punishment and
not reformation the chief end of jails, and as
long ns eriminals are made to suffer, do not
care very much how it is done. Dut then
oven these persons will be concerned to hear
that men who differ from the prisoners prin-
cipally in being dexterons enough to avoid
the meshes of the law have got hold of the
penal institutions of the State, and are mak-
ing money out of them, by favoring unduly
those who have money to buy their favor,
and brutally oppressing those who have not

-thus preventing society from getling any
real benefit out of the criminal’s suflferings,
The history of the sojourn of Kohnstamm,
the noted bounty warrant forger, at Sing
Sing, as told by the Prison Association, iu-
cluding his private room, his cigars, his
liquors, and the sociely of Lis wife, forms a
curions eontribution to the literature of our
judicial system,  We soy nothing hiere of the

Ha
ought not to be confirmed. IHe is brought
forward to fill the seat made vaeant by the
death of Judge Wayne, Juodge Wayne was
the only remaining member of the Court
from all the States lying sonth of the Poto-
mace and the Ohio. His successor shonld be
taken from that portion of the Union.

To select E, Rockwood Hoar of Muassachu-
setts an the representative of the Southera
States in this tribunal, would be one of the
most repugnant specimens of carpet-bag-
ism which has marked the reconstruction ern.

Nor is there any exeuse for going to Boston
to find a lawyer whose promotion to this high
pluce 15 to satisfy the reasonable aspirations
of the bench and bar of Richmond, Charles-
ton, Bavannab, Lexington, Nashvilla, Mobile,
and New Orleans.
